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A BITTER row has erupted over 
multi-million pound plans to 
build a new leisure centre in Ely. 

Liberal Democrats have accused 
Conservatives on East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) of 
ignoring planning regulations. 

They also claim the authority is sup¬ 
pressing evidence that proves Ely’s Paradise 
site is the best location for the new facility 

The Lib Dems accuse the Tories of failing 
residents by not calling for comments on a 
preferred site, instead pushing for it to be 
built on council-owned land in Downham 
Road. 

Cllr Ian Allen, Lib Dem leader, said: “The 
Tories have ignored Government planning 
regulations which say town centre sites must 
be appraised and used if available. 

“This is clearly the case here and yet the 
council is pushing ahead with a flawed 
planning application.” 

Cllr Allen claims the Ely Area Action Plan 
consultation document shows “evidence 
that the council has sought to suppress, by 
their own research the Paradise site”. 

He said: “The public have a right to be 
properly informed and involved and 
decision making should be informed by 
evidence. 

“There has never been a public consult¬ 
ation on the location for this centre and it 
should be called now”

People of all ages flocked to 
Jubilee Gardens to see Etheldreda 
and her father, King Anna, arrive by 
boat. 

Musicians and singers from 
across the diocese led the 
procession through Cherry Hill to 
the cathedral, re-enacting her life 
in drama and music along the way. 

Some people even donned 


medieval clothing for the 
procession, which ended at 
Etheldreda’s shrine, and was then 
followed by a Eucharist. 

Throughout the weekend as part 
of the festival line-up, a series of 
evensongs and concerts were also 
held at the cathedral. 

Canon Missioner Alan Hargrave 
said: “In 673AD, Etheldreda 
founded a mixed monastery in Ely, 
of which she was abbess. 

“If, instead, she had remained in 
Northumbria as Queen, Ely would 
probably have remained a Fenland 
village with nothing special to 
commend it. 

“Instead it is a city famous for 
its Ship of the Fens, with its world 
famous Octagon and Lantern 
Tower.” 
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Violent attack 
man locked up 


A SOHAM man has been 
sent to a young offenders’ 
institution for 18 months 
following a violent street 
attack. 

Daniel Burling, 20, of Kingfisher 
Drive, pleaded guilty to assault 
causing actual bodily harm and 
causing grievous bodily harm. 

He was sentenced at Ipswich 
Crown Court last week. 

The court heard that during the 
attack, 63 punches and kicks were 
rained down on the two victims 
and that Burling was one of three 
who launched the attack. 

The 10-minute incident was 
captured by CCTV cameras and 
recordings of the violence were 
played in court. 

The attack took place at mid¬ 
night on January 25 in Risbygate 
Street, Bury St Edmunds. 

Joshua Hancock, 20, of Kings 
Road, Bury St Edmunds, who

pleaded guilty to assault causing 
actual bodily harm and attempt¬ 
ing to inflict grievous bodily harm 
with intent, was sent to a young 
offenders’ institution for three 
years. A third defendant, Mateusz 
Brzezinski, 22, of Lancaster Aven¬ 
ue, Bury St Edmunds, who also 
pleaded guilty to assault, was to 
be sentenced this week following 
the completion of a pre-sentence 
report. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said the 
victims, Jamie Phillips and Mark 
Sutcliffe, were approached by the 
three attackers. 

Mr Phillips backed away when 
Hancock offered to shake his 
hand and it was then that Burling 
ran up behind him and smashed 
an object, believed to be a mobile 
phone, over his head. 

The two victims ran off, pur¬ 


sued by Burling, Hancock and 
Brzezinski who managed to catch 
Mr Sutcliffe, who was subjected to 
a series of punches and kicks, at 
one stage being held to allow 
another member of the group to 
hit him. 

Meanwhile, Mr Phillips was 
punched and knocked to the 
ground before Hancock ran over, 
jumped in the air and stamped on 
his head. 

Despite Mr Phillips falling un¬ 
conscious, Hancock continued to 
punch him in the head repeatedly 
and attempted to stamp on him 
again. 

Mr Sadd said the victims had 
not provoked or started the viol¬ 
ence and they had not retaliated. 

But Joanne Eley, mitigating, 
said that Burling had believed that 
Mr Phillips was or was about to 
assault Hancock. 

Miss Eley said: “He appreciates 
that his actions were totally in¬ 
appropriate and totally wrong.” 


Assault charge 

A MAN has appeared before 
court accused of assaulting 
a woman. 

Dritan Bajraktari, 27, is 
alleged to have assaulted 
Violetta Solovjova by beating 
her in Ely on May 27. 

He appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week 
and pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. 

Bajraktari, of Station Road, 
Ely, will stand trial at the 
city’s courthouse on July 8. 
He was released on 
conditional bail not to directly 
or indirectly contact the 
victim and not to visit her 
home.

Victoiy for residents in 
fight to protect homes

RESIDENTS embroiled in a long- 
running fight to save their homes 
from demolition are celebrating. 

Liberal Democrat councillors say they 
have now safeguarded the homes of people 
inWalsinghamWay, Ely 

They secured a change to the Ely Area 
Action Plan, which means the homes are no 
longer listed in an area zoned suitable for 
development. 

The amendment was proposed by Cllr 
Sheila Friend-Smith, who has been fighting 
alongside residents for about five years to 
prevent their homes from being knocked 
down to make way for new ones. 

Cllr Friend-Smith, who represents Ely 
West ward on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said the decision would allow 
residents to “get on with their lives”. 

Cllr Friend-Smith said: “Walsingham Way 
is no longer a potential housing site for a 
further 101 dwellings in the action plan. 

“Residents have faced five years of 
uncertainty, they cannot live with the 
prospect of development hanging over their 
heads. 

“I am delighted that their homes will now 
be safe for the foreseeable future.” 

Residents had been fighting a three-phase 
project by housing association Sanctuary 
Hereward to demolish homes and build new 
ones on the land. 

After two attempts to win planning 
permission, Sanctuary finally won on 
appeal. Work is under way on the first phase, 
but the firm says it does not have plans to 
proceed with the final phases and part of the 
area is again available for development. 

Cllr Sue Austen, who also represents Ely 
West ward, said: “Many of the people living 
in these homes are elderly and frail. It was 
extremely upsetting to think that their 
homes were going to be torn down and they 
were going to have to move. 

“It is excellent news that life can now 
return to normal with the added assurance 
that their homes are safe.” 

Eamonn Dillon, regional director for 
Sanctuary Hereward East, said: “Working in 
partnership with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, we consulted closely with 
Walsingham Way residents over the 
proposed regeneration plans, and after 
listening carefully to their concerns, made 
the decision to limit the development to one 
area. 

“We can confirm that nothing has 
changed on this front and we have no plans 
for additional re-development at Walsing¬ 
ham Way. 

“As part of our long-term improvement 
programme, a number of other properties in 
the area will also be refurbished as required, 
to ensure they are brought up to the Govern¬ 
ment’s Decent Homes Standard.”

Wong pleaded guilty to a 
charge of making off without 
payment, although he has 
since paid the tearoom back. 

He was arrested days after 
the incident when police 
tracked him down using 
CCTV and descriptions from 
staff. 

Adam Haselhurst, mitigat¬ 


ing, said: “This was a sheer 
moment of madness and a 
foolish decision to make. He 
feels extremely stupid for 
what he did and wishes he 
never did it.” 

Wong was given a six- 
month conditional discharge 
and ordered to pay £85 court 
costs.

Sons confront 
dad’s Idllor GP 


THE sons of a Manea pen¬ 
sioner who was killed by an 
incompetent German doct¬ 
or were arrested after con¬ 
fronting the medic at a 
conference. 

Stuart and Rory Gray interrupted 
a speech by Dr Daniel Ubani in 
Bavaria, just a day after he was 
struck off the British medical 
register over the death of 70-year- 
old David Gray at his home in 2008. 

Nigerian-born Dr Ubani, who 
was on his first shift in the UK, 
injected Mr Gray with lOOmg of 
painkiller diamorphine, 10 times 
the recommended dose. 

Stuart Gray, who is a GP himself, 
stood up a minute into Dr Ubani’s 
talk about cosmetic surgery. 

The 50 year old said: “Why are 
you speaking here as if you were a 
competent doctor? Because you 
are not, Dr Ubani. You were struck 
off the register of the General

Medical Council in Britain only on 
Friday. 

“You have had previous mal¬ 
practice suits against you. Do you 
have to be a competent doctor to 
carry out these procedures, be¬ 
cause you are not. 

“I am a doctor and I am comp¬ 
etent. My name is Dr Stuart Gray. 
Does that name mean anything to 
you at all Dr Ubani? It was my 
father that you killed. What have 
you to say?” 

Rory Gray, 45, then began 
handing out leaflets about Dr 
Ubani, who could not be prose¬ 
cuted in the UK because he had 
already admitted death by neg¬ 
ligence in a German court, escap¬ 
ing with a nine-month sentence 
and a £4,370 fine. 

Dr Ubani is reported to have 


replied: “I don’t think this is 
necessary. We did not come here 
for this. This case was handled in 
Germany.” 

Rory, said: “You killed our father 
and you avoided British justice. 

“How can you stand up there 
and pretend to be a doctor when 
you killed a man through this 
colossal blunder?” 

According to reports, as he left 
the podium, Dr Ubani asked: “Can 
you show me a doctor who has 
never made a mistake?” 

Rory Gray was charged with 
trespass and his brother Stuart was 
charged with trespass and verbally 
insulting Dr Ubani. 

Vicky Ford, MEP for the eastern 
region, called for an investigation 
into why Dr Ubani was allowed to 
continue practising overseas. 

The ruling by the General Med¬ 
ical Council on Friday does not 
stop Dr Ubani working in Germ¬ 
any. 


Man who shot at house given 


A MAN has been jailed 
for firearms offences after 
he hid a semi-automatic 
pistol in a flower bed. 

Alan Robinson, 36, of 
St Paul’s Drive, Chatteris, 
had previously fired the 
Brevette SGDG semi¬ 


automatic pistol in the 
direction of a house in 
Plover Close in the town 
but no-one was injured. 

He hid the gun in a 
flowerbed where a pen¬ 
sioner found it, thinking 
it was a toy, but it went off 


on being picked up, firing 
two rounds into a brick 
wall. 

Robinson claimed he 
had been seeking retrib¬ 
ution after being assault¬ 
ed. 

He pleaded guilty to 


five years

Recession sinks Island party 


AN all-night rave dubbed 
“East Anglia’s largest dance 
music festival” has fallen 
victim to the recession. 

Plans for Dance Island, 
an annual festival which 
was launched three years 
ago, have been shelved for 
this year, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

Organisers have been 
forced to call it off due to 
the “current economic 
climate”. 

The news will be a blow 
to the thousands of dance 
fans who have flocked to 
Ely for the festival for the 
past two years. 

The event saw farmland 
near Stuntney transformed 
into a haven for festival- 
goers for one Saturday in 
July, with main arenas, 
outdoor stages and other 
attractions. 


Last year, dozens of top 
names performed in the 
15-hour dance marathon, 
including Chicane, Utah 
Saints, Pendulum and 
Radio One DJ Dave Pearce. 

While the festival will not 
go ahead this year, organ¬ 
isers are hopeful it will 
return in 2011. 

A spokesman for Dance 
Island said: “The current 
economic climate has 
played a big role in the 
decision not to run the 
festival this year. 

“All of the fixed costs 
involved with the event 
have increased signific¬ 
antly, including the prod¬ 
uction. 

“The number of festivals 
organised in the UK 
throughout the summer 
months has made the 
market more competitive 


than ever and we need to 
be absolutely sure we have 
the formula right to get the 
amount of people through 
the gates to make it viable. 

“We do hope to have 
Dance Island back next 
year.” 

Last year, more than 
10,000 revellers flocked to 
the event, with the majority 
camping on the farmland. 

When it was first ann¬ 
ounced the festival was 
coming to the rural village 
of Stuntney, there was 
mixed reaction from locals, 
with many concerned 
about drugs and anti-social 
behaviour. 

However, police said 
there had been no major 
incidents.

Sir, Cllr Jeremy Friend-Smith’s 
insinuation that Conservative 
councillors are scheming to 
introduce a one-party dictatorship on 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
is, of course, nonsensical (Long live 
our committees - Letters, June 17). 

No changes can be introduced until 
we have a new council after the next 
election in May 2011, and who is to 
predict that we shall win? We could 
well find ourselves with an elected 
Liberal Democrat mayor or a pack of 
Lib Dem portfolio holders. 

The reason we want to look at 
changing the system is because all of 
our neighbouring councils, with 
whom we are likely to share 
administrative burdens, are cabinet 
run. 

Cash-strapped authorities 
throughout the country are being 
forced down this route and East 
Cambs often finds itself at a grave 
disadvantage when negotiating joint 
working deals because no final 
decision can be made without 
reference back to the council’s 
unelected chief executive. 

This inevitably results in unnecessary 
delay, more administrative costs, 
piles more paper work (boy, can we 
do paper work) and a greater burden 
on the taxpayer. 

Under any of the proposed new 
systems, individual councillors would 
be publicly accountable rather than 
unelected officers as is currently the 
case. Far from democracy being 
compromised, elected members 
would have much more influence 
over the way things are run. For 
instance, unelected officers would no 
longer be solely responsible for the 
preparation of committee papers, nor 
able to dictate the agenda as can 
happen now. 

Perhaps Cllr Friend-Smith’s real fear 
is that his party lacks the bottle to 
take on the challenge?

stones are half-hidden 
beneath water. 

Mrs Parkes-Pfiel, of Chest¬ 
nut Way, buried her partner 
of 31 years, Les, in the cemet¬ 
ery last August and said it was 
“extremely difficult” to visit 
the grave because of the 
flooding. 

She said: “When I buried 
Les little did I know that his 


grave would be constantly 
under water. My darling Les 
fought for this country during 
the last war and was para¬ 
lysed in April 1997. 

“Surely the dead are deser¬ 
ving of greater respect than 
this?” 

The problem was first 
brought to light by Henry 
Nicholson, also of Chestnut 
Way, whose wife Pamela is 
buried there. 

Mr Nicholson, a former 
member of the Parochial 
Church Council (PCC), said 


he first called for the issue to 
be sorted out years ago. 

The PCC and residents 
believe the water is coming 
from a field, owned by the 
Church Commissioners, next 
to the graveyard. But it says 
draining the field would cost 
£2,000 in legal fees alone, 
which it cannot afford. 

The PCC is urging the 
commissioners to let it carry 
out the work at a reduced rate 
and Mr Nicholson has asked 
North East Cambridgeshire 
MP Steve Barclay to help 


solve the problem. 

A spokesman for the 
Church Commissioners said 
it was “normal” procedure for 
legal costs to be charged. 

He said: “We were app¬ 
roached about a possible 
drainage easement some 
time ago, which we would be 
prepared to grant. 

“However, we have exp¬ 
lained that it would be 
necessary for those gaining 
the benefit of the easement to 
pay the Church Comm¬ 
issioners’ legal costs.”

Teacher faces

Dean and deputy cheer on racers 


THE Dean of Ely and the city’s 
deputy mayor were among a 
crowd of more than 70 people 
who supported an historic 
charity row on the anniversary 
of the first Oxford and 
Cambridge Boat Race. 

A descendant of one of the 
founders, Patrick Tolfree, 76, 
was the leading member of a 
foursome that rowed over part 
of the original boat race 
course at Henley-on-Thames to 
raise £10,000 for Parkinson’s 
UK. 

They covered just over 2km 
in 14 minutes, 10 seconds. 

The inaugural event in 1829 
was the result of a challenge 
inspired by Patrick’s great- 


great uncle, Charles 
Wordsworth, of Christ Church, 
Oxford, and his former Harrow 
schoolmate Charles Merivale, 
of St John’s College, 
Cambridge. 

Their historic enterprise is 
now commemorated each year 
on June 10 by the Boat Race 
Founders’ Society, whose 
president is the present Dean 
of Ely, The Very Reverend Dr 
Michael Chandler. 

Praising Patrick’s 
“wonderful effort”, he recalled 
that Charles Merivale was one 
of his predecessors as dean, 
with a memorial in Ely 
Cathedral. 

The dean and his wife, 


Janet, followed Patrick’s crew 
from Temple Island to the 
Leander Club in the ornate 
Drapers’ City Barge. 

Also following in a steam 
launch were the mayor of 
Henley-on-Thames, Jennifer 
Wood, and the deputy mayor of 
Ely, John Yates. 

Patrick, who was diagnosed 
with Parkinson’s Disease in 
1991, had last rowed in the 
Worcester College Third VIII 
when he was at Oxford 
University in the 1950s. 

So far, he has raised about

Anger over 
stalls plan 
for market 


FURIOUS market traders have 
slammed plans to withdraw their 
council-funded stalls. 

Traders are in uproar over the East 
Cambridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
proposals - and claim they were kept in 
the dark during a public consultation. 

They fear the city’s much-loved craft 
and collectibles market, which attracts 
thousands of tourists throughout the 
year, could bear the brunt of the with¬ 
drawal, it if is approved. 

As reported in the Weekly News, bosses 
at ECDC are recommending that the 
authority withdraw the stalls for traders 
on the Thursday market as “little need for 
them has been established”. 

Another proposal would charge those 
on the craft and collectibles market for 
the supply and dismantling of the stalls. 

ECDC insists the options could help 
“develop and maintain viable markets in 
Ely”. 

But traders, although relieved the 
markets will not be scrapped altogether, 
believe it could ruin them forever. 

The traders currently rent an all- 
inclusive stall and pitch from the council. 

Fred Thurling, who has been selling 
antiques in Ely for the last 20 years, said: 
“They came round here with a form with 
some questions on, but it was just a waste 
of money because they will do what they 
want. 

“I can’t put a stall up. If the rent is too 
much, I’ll just give up.” 

Many traders had not heard about the 
updates until they read the recomm- 
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endations in the Weekly News. 

Mick Stimpson, a trader on the coll¬ 
ectibles market, said: “They should be 
talking to us about what is going to 
happen. 

“Traders have been very unsettled and 
are not happy to be drip fed information 
like this through the local paper.” 

The traders’ main representative on the 
collectibles market, Andrew Sizer, said: 
“The only thing I know is what I’ve read 
in the paper.” 

Marjie Sullivan, a collectibles dealer, 
said: “People are still uncertain about 
their futures, we’ve all been hit as much 
as anyone else by the recession and it’s a 
struggle. 

“It’s not what it was a couple of years 
ago, and this uncertainty on top is just 
making life difficult.” 

The recommendations follow an ECDC 
consultation through posted question¬ 
naires and meetings with representatives 
from all three of the city’s markets. 

Cllr Brown said: “We have put together 
a number of proposals following the 
extensive consultation we have under¬ 
taken. 

“These ideas will be going out to all 
interested parties to ensure at the end of 
this process we have three strong and 
vibrant markets which bring visitors and 
trade to our city.” 


Trial date for teen on assault charge

Safety 
fears for 
pathway 
walkers

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DILAPIDATED railings and a 
crumbling brick wall have turned a 
well-used footpath into a safety 
hazard, residents say. 

Pedestrians say the state of a building 
site on the edge of Three Cups Walk in Ely 
is putting users’ safety at risk. 

The footpath, off Forehill, runs alongside 
the site and is a popular shortcut for 
anyone walking from the nearby car park 
into the city centre. 

But people say they are now being put 
off using the route. 

Janet Hempfield, 56, of Jubilee Terrace, 
said: “The footpath’s becoming more and 
more dangerous. The metal railings are 
leaning right over the path and it feels like 
they could fall onto you at any moment. 

“The wall is also crumbling away so I 
don’t think it’s going to be long before that 
falls either. 

“I use the path most days but I’m 
worried that either the railings or the wall 
will fall on me.” 

Another concerned pedestrian, Katie 
Burrows, 42, of Broad Street, said: “It’s an 
accident waiting to happen. The barriers 
aren’t doing anything at the site except 
hanging over people as they walk along the 
path. 

“If there’s a gust of wind they’ll be over 
and will fall onto someone, which is 
extremely dangerous. 

“The site also looks hideous with 
overgrown nettles and brambles.” 

The site, which is within a stone’s throw 
of Ely Cathedral, was due to become home 
to high-rise flats but the proposal, 
submitted by Premier Travel Holdings Ltd, 
were thrown out in March by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council (ECDC). 

Since then, the area has been unatt¬ 
ended. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, whose greengrocers 
Griffin’s Country Store is near the site, said: 
“Quite a lot of customers have been 
complaining about the site and the way the 
footpath is at the moment. 

“It certainly isn’t safe and it doesn’t look 
nice either. The other day I saw children 
swinging on the railings so something 
needs to be done before someone is hurt.” 

ECDC says it will ensure pedestrians are 
not obstructed. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “We 
were aware that the wall along Three Cups 
Walk was in danger of collapse due to the 
age and condition of the wall it connected 
to. 

“We replaced it with temporary fencing 
to safeguard the public and while we await 
development proposals for the adjacent 
site we will ensure it does not obstruct any 
pedestrians.”

Cash grants to give 
homes a fresh start 


EMPTY homes will be given 
a new lease of life under a 
scheme being launched in 
Soham. 

Owners of unused or derelict 
properties in the town can now 
apply for grants under the Empty 
Homes Project, which has already 
helped refurbish a number of 
homes in Littleport since it was 
launched last year. 

Now council bosses are hoping 
the project will help bring prop¬ 
erties in Soham which have been 
vacant for more than six months 
back in to use. 

According to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC), 
Soham currently has about 55 
empty homes, which is 10 per cent 
more than the district average. 

Residents can apply for fin- 
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ancial assistance of up to £30,000 
per property, as a grant of £10,000 
and loan of up to £20,000. 

Fred Brown, leader of ECDC, 
said: “The Empty Homes Project 
has helped a range of people from 
first-time buyers to those looking 
to buy to let. 

“To build on the success of the 
first year we have decided to open 
up this offer to residents in 
Soham. 

“We have made changes to the 
project to make the funding more 
accessible. Originally the cond¬ 
itions of the grant meant if you 
sold the house within 10 years you 
had to repay all the money, we 
have now reduced this to five 
years. 


“We also offer to pay 50 per cent 
of the grant/loan up front, which 
helps those whose renovation has 
stalled. 

“We can work with the current 
owners and estate agents to 
provide reports describing how 
the funding can be used before 
the property has sold.” 

Since last year, the project has 
assisted with the renovation of five 
empty homes in the Littleport 
area and is currently working to 
bring a further four homes back 
into use. 

This has been achieved with 
grants and interest free loans 
worth more than £160,000.

E date has been 
set for this year’s 
Bridge the Gap walk 
in Cambridge.

A MAN who terrified his ex- 
wife by threatening to burn 
her house down has appeared 
before court. 

Danny Stubbs, 50, was aware that 
their daughter could have been inside 
the property in Little Thetford when 
he made the threat to Lisa Stubbs. 

The incident occurred on May 25 
following heated arguments between 
the couple. 

Stubbs, of Morton Close, Ely, plead¬ 
ed guilty at the city’s magistrates’ 
court last week to a charge of using 
threatening words/behaviour to 
cause harassment/alarm/distress. 

The bench heard how Stubbs had 
repeatedly visited the property 
throughout the day, becoming 
“increasingly wound up and agitated”. 

Later in the afternoon, he threat¬ 
ened to burn the house down, which 
is when the victim called the police 
and Stubbs was arrested. 

Unrepresented in court, he said: “I 
was just really angry at the time and 
never meant what I said. 

“I was just ranting in frustration 
when I made the threats.” 

Magistrates sentenced Stubbs to an 
18-month conditional discharge and 
ordered him to pay £85 court costs.

Council laws to

“Left unchecked, what seem like 
trivial issues can escalate, blighting 
areas and causing more fundamental 
problems for the local community. 

“Our strategy aims to deal with 
issues quickly and effectively by 
working with local people and our 
partners to ensure we use the right

response at the right time.” 

Those who genuinely do not know 
they are committing an offence may 
be dealt with less harshly. But those 
who wilfully disregard the law will be 
investigated and may face court 
action. 

The council was forced to employ a 
clean neighbourhoods enforcement 
officer last year following a surge in 
complaints about fly-tipping and 
graffiti. The new guidelines will 
support his work and inform people 
that such crimes can lead to court 
action, fixed penalties and even 
ASBOs. 

Cllr Parramint added: “We don’t 
want to take a heavy handed app¬ 
roach unless there is no other alt¬ 
ernative. We are lucky in our district 
that the problems we encounter 
aren’t of the magnitude of some areas 
but it is important we deal with issues 
before they develop.”

Numbers explained in 
a freaky show, of sorts

S tephen Dubner is getting into a 
bit of a lather. Just a while 
back, he was a hard-working 
journalist for the New York Times 
among other things when, out of the 
blue, Freakonomics, the book he’s 
co-authored with Steven Levitt, 
professor of economics at the 
University of Chicago, became an 
instant sensation. 

The follow-up, 

Superfreakonomics, which was 
published last year, has gone 
supernova and suddenly he’s on the 
road, doing not just talks but radio, 
TV and - gulp - theatre shows. So 
what can we expect from his show 
at The Junction in Cambridge 
tonight? 

“Yuh, urn,” he answers on the 
phone from Manhattan, “I don’t 
know what to expect. Do you?” 

Well, it’ll be entertaining and 
illuminating, I would have thought? 

Stephen laughs. “I thought you 
were going to say entertaining and 
pretentious. 

“I aim for unpretension ... I 
don’t know, I’ve never done 
anything like this before. I’ve heard 
it referred to as a show which 
makes me a little nervous as I don’t 
sing or dance but look, I’m thrilled 
that there are people in a country so 
far away as yours that care enough 
about a book written over here to 
want to come see its author speak, 
so I’m gonna do my best.” 

Freakonomics is set to offer 
entertaining economic insights into 


the way the real world works, like 
why suicide bombers buy life 
insurance (to throw the authorities 
off the scent) and how pimps add 
value to a prostitute’s life (they 
select clients who’ll pay more). The 
key theme is that economics is 
about incentives. So what was the 
incentive to tour England? 

“My publisher suggested it,” 


Dubner replies. “I asked what’s in it 
for me and they said we don’t pay 
you a penny because we want to 
keep the ticket price low to 
encourage people to come. But my 
wife and family love England so I 
said if you can see a way for my 
family to come with me I’ll go 
wherever you send me. So I’m 
doing Birmingham, Liverpool, 


Brighton, Cambridge and then 
Dublin.” 

So what can the punters expect? 

“You’ll mostly get just me telling 
some stories which hopefully will be 
fairly entertaining and I’m also 
bringing my one surprise - a piece 
of a film which has just been 
finished and will be in the cinemas 
in the fall. It’s a feature-length 
documentary called 
Superfreakonomics. We didn’t 
make it but we did sit for interviews 
with Seth Gordon. Basically five 
separate filmmakers were each 
given a piece of the book to 
interpret - it’s really good so I’ll be 
bringing a section of that to show 
with my talk.” 

The five filmmakers are an 
intriguing mix: Alex Gibney (Oscar- 
winner for Taxi to the Dark Side, 
Enron: The Smartest Guys in the 
Room) Morgan Spurlock (Supersize 
Me) Eugene Jarecki (Why We Fight) 
Heidi Ewing and Rachel Grady 
(Jesus Camp) and Seth Gordon 
(The King of Kong). 

Co-author Steven Levitt won’t be 
on the tour. “The two of us by now 
have undergone a sort of mindmeld, 
where we’ve worked together so 
long and closely that a great deal of 
even the way I think represents how 
he has taught me. Collaborations 
are often very difficult. I feel that I 
by now represent the Freakonomics 
brand fairly adequately on my own.”

HONESTY is the cornerstone of any 
healthy and long-lasting 
relationship, but perhaps it is 
sometimes wiser to keep a secret 
than to share it with a loved one. 

If Robert Luketic’s action-packed 
romantic comedy is to be believed - 
and it is an almighty stretch - men 
are capable of hiding everything 
from their nearest and dearest. 

In the case of the film’s charming 
hero, he manages to meet, woo and 
marry the woman of his dreams 
without revealing a vital part of his 
genetic make-up. 

His unsuspecting wife will definitely 
regret her wedding vows to love him 
‘til death us do part. 

Jen Kornfeldt (Heigl) doesn’t believe 
that she will ever fall in love again 
after her current boyfriend dumps 
her. 

Consigned to life as a singleton, Jen 
reluctantly goes on holiday with her 
overly protective pilot father 
(Selleck) and boozy mother 
(O’Hara) to the French Riviera where 


she meets handsome consultant, 
Spencer Aimes (Kutcher). 

Jen is instantly attracted to his 
washboard stomach and warm 
smile, and the couple enjoy a 
slightly drunken first date. 

Three years later, Jen is married to 
Spencer and happily settled in a 
close-knit community with white 
picket fences and kooky 
neighbours. 

Alas, Spencer has been keeping a 
tiny secret: he is an international spy 
and assassin, who retired from 
active duty but has now been 
marked for death. 

When Jen is caught in the middle of 
a gunfight, she finally realises the 
full horror of her situation as 


sidekick to a trained killer. 

“So what am I, Pussy Galore?” she 
shrieks. 

“Not that I know of,” retorts Spencer 
“So now you’re complaining about 
our sex life?!” counters Jen angrily, 
her rosy future shattered to 
smithereens. 

Killers is an odd mishmash of 
genres, veering wildly from action to 
comedy and back again, sometimes 
in a single scene. Kutcher and Heigl 
are far better than the screenplay, 
which reduces the former to 
shirtless eye candy and the latter to 
an unadventurous homemaker. 
Spencer tries to justify his interest in 
Jen by telling his handler, “She’s 
normal and I feel normal when I’m 
with her. I like that.” If he says so. 
On-screen chemistry simmers but 
never catches fire, extinguished 
almost entirely by the stunt-laden 
finale. 

Selleck twitches his fine moustache 
as the patriarch with secrets of his 
own and O’Hara is broad comic 
relief as a lush whose idea of ‘hair 
of the dog’ is a quart jug of extra 
strong Bloody Mary. 

With all of the explosions and 
sparks from ricocheting bullets, it’s 
a miracle she doesn’t go up in 
flames too.

Behind the scenes with 
the Question Time panel 


F ans of celebrity 
gardeners will be 
flocking to the 
annual BBC Gardeners’ 
World Live show this 
week to catch a glimpse 
of their favourites or sit 
in on one of the many 
presentations given by 
familiar faces. 

AlanTitchmarsh, Monty 
Don, Toby Buckland, Carol 
Klein, Joe Swift and Alys 
Fowler will be appearing at the 
show at Birmingham’s NEC, 
while gardeners who can’t get 
there will be able to tune in to 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ 
Question Time, which is 
recording two programmes at 
the event. 

The popular radio show, 
which is aired on Fridays and 
Sundays, attracts two million 
listeners each week - BBC 
Gardeners’World has the same 
number of viewers - and its 
influence on horticultural 
spending habits is 
immeasurable. 

But just how prepared are

the panellists for the 
onslaught of questions? 

For the first 47 years the 
team were shown the 
questions in advance, but that 
tradition was dropped in 1994. 
Nowadays, being a panel 
member is not for the faint¬ 
hearted but for those with a 
depth of gardening knowledge 
and an incisive grasp of a 
question. 

Regular panellist Anne 
Swithinbank says: “We don’t 
get to see the questions ahead 
of the recording, but they are 
screened and selected by the 
producer and chairman. If 
they weren’t, I suspect it would 
be how to cope with slugs and 
snails, how to get rid of ground 


elder and how to prune 
wisteria every week. 

“We are often asked to 
recommend plants for specific 
sites and another common 
one is why some plants refuse 
to flower for their owners. We 
get asked a lot of questions 
about grape vines, figs and 
strangely, rhubarb.” 

Chairman Eric Robson 
adds: “The most common 
problems are slugs, snails and 
getting rid of them. Female 
panellists always have the 
most gruesome methods of 
killing and disposing of them.” 

They’ve been faced with 
some extremely unusual 
questions over the years. 

Swithinbank recalls being 
asked: “Tf I was a tree, what 
sort would it be and why? And 
what trees would the other 
panellists be?’ 

“I said T suspect I’m more 
like a spreading shrub with 
rather jolly flowers, but 
wishfully thinking, would like 
to be a tree of heaven - sort of 
heavenly but rather high 
maintenance (this tree puts 
out suckers), or a pencil-thin 
Italian cypress (Cupressus

sempervirens)’.” 

Robson recalls the panel 
being asked about the 
effectiveness of grow-lights. 

“Unfortunately, the 
questioner was a prison 
inmate - we were recording at 
Leyhill Open Prison - and he 
wasn’t interested in growing 
cucumbers.” 

Fellow panellist Matthew 
Biggs adds that often the last 
questions are humorous. 

He was once asked, “What 
would you save from your 
burning shed?” 

All agree that, however, 
much gardening knowledge 
they have, they still get 
nervous before a live show. 

Robson says: “Even after 16 
years in the chair the 
adrenaline runs before each 
show. After all it’s a big 
responsibility chairing one of 
the longest running broadcast 
programmes in the world - 63 
years and still going strong. 

“As the then controller of 
Radio 4 said to me when I took 
over, ‘You realise this isn’t just 
a job. We’re actually handing 
you the keys to middle 
England’.” 



PLANT OF THE WEEK 
Hardy geranium (Cranesbill) 

If you want a perennial 
which is going to give you so 
much valuable ground cover 
that weeds won’t stand a 
chance, then the hardy 
geranium is for you. These 
tough perennials come in an 
abundance of colours, are 
long-flowering and require 
very little attention. Some will 
live quite happily in dry, shady 
spots, including G. 
macrorrhizum ‘Ingwersen’s 
Variety’ or G. gracile. 

Among the most rewarding 
are G. ‘Johnson’s Blue, which 


produces masses of blue 
flowers, while G. oxonianum 
‘Wargrave Pink’ bears pretty 
pink flowers from May to 
September. 

Buy them as young plants in 
small pots and they will soon 
grow into sizeable clumps 
which can be lifted and divided 
every few years. 

Good plant partners include 
those with a strong 
architectural outline, such as 
tall alliums, irises and 
phormiums. Hardy geraniums 
are generally trouble-free, but 
can be cut back in mid¬ 
summer if they start to look 
tatty and may flower again.

New Touareg prices unveiled 


VOLKSWAGEN has an¬ 
nounced prices for the 
new Touareg as it opens 
for ordering in UK 
retailers this week ahead 
of the first customer 
deliveries taking place in 
October. 

Prices for the new 
Touareg start at £38,225 
for the SE 3.0-litre TDI 
234bhp, while the Hybrid 
model, which goes on 
sale next month, costs 
£54,995. 

The new Touareg builds 
on the virtues of space 
and comfort, as well as 
off-road and towing 
ability that led to the 
original Touareg building 
up a loyal following in the 
UK. Despite being 40mm 
longer both in its 
wheelbase and overall 



length, the new Touareg 
weighs 200kg less and is 
20 per cent more efficient.
